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DETAILED ACTION 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art of record, Yoshida (US 3,870,704) teaches a urethane-substituted 
amylose with a nitrogen content of 1 .6%. The starch with a purity of 50 micrograms of amino 
acid nitrogen and having amylopectin content of in excess of 85% in the molecular weight range 
and solubility characteristics, as instantly claimed is neither taught nor fairly suggested by the 
prior art.
